Manufacture of Parchment Paper. 


The cuts illustrate an apparatus de- 
signed the of 
parchment paper or leatheroid. 

The process consists, first, in treating paper 
with acid, forming a laminated board by wind- 
ing the paper around a cylinder or drum of 


for conducting manufacture 


suitable diameter until the material is of the 
desired thickness, cutting longitudinally 
through one side of the paper tube thus formed 
and flattening out the material to form a sheet, 
and then subjecting the flat sheet to a bath of 
refrigerated liquid. preferably at a temperature 
below 32°, for the purpose of removing the 
acid. The apparatus illustrated is designed 
for use in removing the acid from the ma- 
terial. 

Figure 1 is an elevation of the apparatus ; 
Fig. 2 is a vertical section on line x x on Fig. 
1; and Figs. 3 and 4 are respectively a plan 
and transverse section of one of the racks or 
frames for supporting the sheets of ma- 
terial. 

A is a tank or reservoir, to be filled with a 
refrigerated liquid, preferably salt water with 
ice immersed therein ; and B is another tank, 
through which the refrigerated liquid is circu- 
lated by means of the pump C and pipes D, E 
and G. 

F F F, Fig. 2, are a series of racks or 


___. frames, each made.up‘of two longitudinal bars, 
“oR, a, and a series of lighter bars or slats, 4 4, as 


shown in Figs. 3 and 4. 

The sheets of board are formed from acid- 

treated paper. A sheet of fresh-made material 
is placed flat in the bottom of the tank B, and 
one of the frames F is placed in the tank in such 
a manner that the bars a a shall rest upon the 
bottom of the tank, upon opposite sides of the 
sheet of the material ¢, and the bars 4 4 above 
the sheet, but not touching it. Another sheet 
¢ is then placed upon the bars 4 4, and another 
frame F is placed upon the first one, and so on 
until the tank B is full or nearly so. The tank 
A having been previously charged with salt- 
water and ice, the pump C is set in operation 
and sucks the refrigerated liquid contained in 
the tank A through the pipe G and inlet-valve 
H, and discharges it through the valve I and 
pipe E into the tank B. When the tank B is 
full, or nearly so, the liquor will escape there- 
from as fast as it is pumped in, and fall 
through the overflow pipe D into the tank A 
again, thus maintaining a complete circulation 
of the refrigerated liquid over and among the 
several sheets of material contained in the 
tank B, and at the same time, by virtue of 
this circulation, maintaining the temperature 
of the liquid in both tanks at the desired point, 
preferably below 32°. When the sheets have 
been subjected to the action of the circulating 
refrigerated liquid a sufficient length of time 
to wash out all the acid, the sheets are re- 
moved and dried, when they are ready for 
use, . 
It is obvious that the tank A must be con- 
siderably larger than the tank B, or else both 
tanks should be filled with salt-water before 
setting the pump in operation ; or the tanks 
may be of about equal size, and when the tank 
B has been filled by pumping from tank A a 
further supply of salt-water must be intro- 
duced into the tank A, from which to draw in 
keeping up the circulation. 

It has been found that in washing out the 
acid in a bath of water of ordinary tempera- 
ture a gas forms, which causes blisters upon 
the material, which is very objectionable. 
This difficulty is said to be entirely overcome 
by the use of a refrigerated liquid, as de- 
scribed, 


** Safety ’’ Papers. 


There are many patented processes for 
the manufacture of so-called ‘‘ safety” paper, 
and in one respect, at least, these various pro- 
cesses resemble each other, namely, in the all- 
abiding confidence with which they, or, more 
strictly, their proprietors, claim that they afford 
an absolute security against alteration. Now 
these words, if they mean anything, mean that 
human ingenuity has devised a chemically or 


mechanically, or both, prepared paper, which, 
should Mr. Gould or Mr. Vanderbilt see fit to 
draw a check for $100 thereupon, would baffle 
all efforts to raise the sum indicated without 
detection, no matter how scientific, how skil- 
ful the manipulator or how perfect the mechan- 
ical and chemical appliances he might call in 
to assist him. That mang of these safety 
papers answer all the purposes of every-day 
commercial intercourse, in that they constitute 
genuine safeguards by throwing so many 
obstacles into the way of the manipulator as 
to deter him from exercising his nefarious 
calling at the sacrifice of so much labor, time 
and expense, is no doubt true; but ‘‘ absolute 
protection,” of which we hear so much, exists as 
yet only in the minds of the inventors, an un- 
substantial basis, it must be confessed. In 
late years the famous paper used for the Bank 
of England notes and the equally famous pro- 
duct from the mills of Skipper & East, to say 
nothing of the so-called safety paper of our 
own government, have all been so skilfully 


mixed with the pulp and by means of machin- 
ery adjusted above the wire-cloth, a shower of 
short pieces of the finest blue silk thread is 
strewn upon the moist paper as it passes, and 
afterward pressed firmly into its texture. It 
is upon this side that the bill is printed, and 
hence a glance at its face suffices to note the 
presence of this streak of silk fibre. After 
all, however, the only protection afforded by 
this peculiarity of manufacture is one of cost, 
for it is not claimed that, given the co-opera- 
tion of that irresistible triad, time, talent and 
** tin,” this style of paper may not be success- 
fully imitated. 

There is still another mechanical operation 
resorted to by banking houses, and at first 
thought it would seem to afford the absolute 
security against alteration so greatly to be 
desired—the precaution of piercing the paper 
by which the figures are punched out of the 
paper by metal punches operated by a finger- 
board. This precaution, however, is brought 
to naught by setting in a new piece or filling 


imitated or the writing thereupon so success- up the holes by means of a paper-like com- 


fully manipulated as to defy detection ex- 
cept in the hands of a few experts, and 
they often are honest enough to admit that 
the duplicate bank note or bond alone 
made them certain in their own minds of 
the existence of the counterfeit. 

Up to the present day the means em- 
ployed to create the so-called ‘* safety 
papers" have been either chemical or 
mechanical or the union of the two. As 
specimens of the purely mechanical pro- 
duct maybe. instanced the paper of the 
Bank of England with its celebrated 
water-mark and the silk-fibre paper of the 
United ;States Government, both admir- 
able devices, but, of course, not absolutely 
protective. Of all devices adopted for the 
prevention of fraud, the water-mark is 
the oldest. In fact, it was the water- 
mark that gave rise to those strange 
titles that have clung to certain standard 
sizes of paper such as ‘‘ foolscap,” 
‘‘crown,” ‘‘elephant,” &c. 
in the sixteenth century the paper makers 
gave their products these distinguishing 
marks, as any one may discover by ex- 
amining a specimen of this old-time 
paper. These impressions are made by 
wires sewed upon the surface of the mold 
in such shapes as fancy may dictate. Th2 
celebrated water-mark of the Bank of 
England notes is, however, far more 
elaborate than the rude appliances of the 
early paper makers, and, as has been ob- 
served, it was thought until late years to 
afford absolute security to that great 
corporation against all manipulators, no 
matter how skilful, how patient, or how 
extensive their resources. The present meth- 
od of producing this water-mark is too in- 
tricate to be described in full; suffice it 
to say that it is now stamped into the fine 
wire gauze of the mold itself by means of 
two dies, the one an intaglio and the other 
a cameo, the gauze being placed between 
them in the operation. Now that this pro- 
tective device has been so successfully imi- 
tated, it is quite possible that the Bank of 
England will be obliged to have recourse to 
other methods of protection, but whether that 
corporation will ever adopt the style of bank 
note in use among the other nations of the 
world, in which the engraver's art is relied 
upon rather than any mechanical or chemical 
peculiarity of the paper used, is a matter 
beyond our ken, 

Turning now to our own country, it is hardly 
necessary to call attention to the fact that the 
outbreak of our civil war placed the govern- 
ment in many very difficult positions, and one 
of them was the necessity of emitting notes 
and bonds to the value of thousands of mil- 
lions, and at the same time throwing about 
them all of the safeguards that modern science 
was capable of devising, in order to prevent 
counterfeits, and thus lessen their value in the 
money markets of the world. 

Countless propositions were naturally the 
order of the day, and after patient examination 
by a competent board it was finally determined 
to adopt the silk-fibre paper, as affording 
most security against imitators. Briefly de- 
scribed, the process of manufacturing this pa- 
per is as follows; Short pieces of red silk are

tation from taking place on the liquor in the 
calcining furnace. When the solution is suffi- 
ciently concentrated to burn it is the duty of 


both to expose all portions of it to the heat by 
vigorous stirring and manipulation, and thus 
secure the equal burning of the whole mass. 
After the smoke has ceased to rise from the 
burning Soda and it is burned to a cherry 
red color it is drawn out into an iron ‘wheel- 
barrow provided for that purpose, and taken 
to a convenient spot, paved with brick, where 
the soda can be spread out in a layer five to 
six inches deep. As soon as the charge is 
fully drawn, one man cleans out the fireplace 
and makes up a fresh fire, while the other man 


.fills up the furnace with liquor and regulates

Q. It will be of some interest to inquire into 
some points concerning the construction and 
operation of this Are not the 
arches over the evaporator and over the cal- 
cining furnace too high ? 

A. Itis important that the heat should pass 
over as close as possible to the surface of the 
liquor, but the strength of the arch must not 
be impaired by making it too flat. If built 
with a spring 4 to 6 inches lower, additional 
braces will be required for the side walls. 

Q. Why make two openings in the end 
wall or a flue to the chimney? 

A. Because, by that arrangement, the 
heat is drawn to each side of the evap- 
orator, and is thereby more evenly dis- 
tributed over the surface of the liquor; 
it is also a benefit to place a damper in 
the flueas close as possible to the chim- 
ney for the purpose of regulating the 
draft, so as to retain the heat in the evap- 
orator, 

Q: Would Wt fot Be better than an arch 
to have pans containing liquor placed 
over the evaporator ? 

A. The bottom of the pans being ex- 
posed to the intense heat are liable to 
be burned in spots where sediment may 
have collected, or where the iron may 
have become incrusted with soda. Agi- 
tators could be employed similar to those 
used in the mixing tanks, but machinery 
is liable to be stopped at any time, and it 
is essential that the recovery of the soda 
should go on without interruption ; be- 
sides, if the evaporator is made large 
enough and properly managed it will util- 
ize all of the heat, so that nothing would 
be gained by dispensing with the arch. 

Q. Is not the circulating pump open to 
the same objection ?

A. If the liquor is to remain stationary in 
the pan, 18 inches is deeper than is necessary, 
because only the surface is available for evap- 
oration, and that is limited to its superficial 
dimensions ; but, if the liquor is to be kept in 
circulation, a new surface will be continually 
presented to the influence of the passing heat, 
thereby making it possible to adjust the ca- 
pacity of the pan, its area and the speed of the 
circulation, so as to utilize all of the available 
heat without injury to the draft. 

Q. There has been no means provided for 
removing the liquor from the evaporator to 
the calcining furnace. How is this accom- 
plished ? 

A. A branch pipe, 2 inches in diameter, is 
attached to the discharge pipe of the circulat-

a perfectly solid foundation under it. 

Q. Is there not too much iron employed in 
the congtruction of the calcining furnace and 
fireplace ? 

A. The covering of the furnace being an 
arch more or less flat, its weakest point is that 
from whence the arch is sprung, and the iron 
is placed in a position where it effectually 
strengthens that point. The next weakest 
point is in the walls between the top of the pan 
and the beginning of the arch ; in other words, 
immediately under the first; therefore it is 
recommended to put iron plates there also, 
and when it is understood that the stability of 
the whole structure depends upon these two 
points, the importance of strengthening them 
will be apparent. 

Q. Is the fireplace large enough ? 

A. It is sufficiently large to do the work re- 
quired, if it is desired simply to follow the 
ordinary method of firing ; but we know of 
one fireplace which was made 8 feet long and 
of an even width with the furnace. This was 
provided with a door on each side in addition 
to the doors in the end; there was also an 
opening to the ash-pit on each side. The 
method of firing practised was as follows: 
The fuel was soft coal, and when the fire re- 
quired replenishing the coal at the front end 
was pushed back and its place was supplied 
with tresh coal. This system required the 
smoke from the fresh coal to pass over a bed 
of fire, and this was supposed to burn a por- 
tion of the smoke. Be this as it may, the 
furnace did good work and was economical in . 
the constiniption of fuel. 





Carpet Lining. 


A new style of paper for carpet lining 
which is said to be more elastic, and better 
adapted for the purpose than any similar 
article heretofore produced, is made with a 
continuous series of concentric rings or alter- 
nate concentric undulations, either arranged 
in line both vertically ,and horizontally, or 
staggering, the individual group of circles 
being separate and distinct from its adjacent 
groups, and the space produced at or near the 
intersections of the circles filled with either 
rectangular or triangular bosses or projections, 
the transverse section of the paper being a 
series of undulations or waves having their 
apex at regular intervals, 

In producing this paper a series of emboss- 
ing rolls are arranged ata desirable station in 
the series of drying cylinders, preferably, 
however, placed immediately next to and suc- 
ceeding the thirteenth cylinder, when the pa- 
per is in such a moist state as to readily con- 
form to the embossing rolls, and yet already 
sufficiently coherent to allow passage 
through the rolls and then over the drying-

cylinders in the usual manner. It is evident 
that this paper may be produced in either 
plain sheets or lined, at the option of the 
manufacturer, the configuration of the undula- 
tions ‘being such as not in any way to inter 
fere with the lining, if thought desirable.

If my last week’s correspondence is 
till in type it might be used again to fill up, 
nd it would be found just as expressive of 
1e present condition of trade. The report 
f paper-stock importers last week was that 
usiness was dull. Well, the only change 
oted now is that it is duller. Manufacturers 
em to be making paper without stock, the 
emand for material is so light. How much 
ynger this state of business is to continue is 
eyond prognostication. Importers appear to 
e somewhat passive on the rag question, and 
hen interrogated relative to trade, they very 
ynfidentially inquire concerning the supply 
f fishing bait. 

Domestic dealers are enjoying fully as much 
eisure as the importers. What supplies are 
noving are in small lots, and these are not 
ver and above numerous. 

The imports of paper-stock for the week 

foot up 37 bales of rags, 821 bales of paper- 
stock, 460 bales of paper waste, 337 bales of 
otton waste, 66 bales of flax waste, 113 bales 
of old bagging, 166 coils of old rope and 1,960 
bundles of wood pulp. 

For quotation on chemicals, see last week's 
report. Bleaching powders are reported un- 
changed either in demand or selling price. 
Soda ash ditto. Sal soda likewise. Caustic 
soda the same. Rosins continue dull, and 
China clay shows nothing new. 

Chemical imports for the week to date com- 
powder, 350 
drums of caustic soda, 617 casks of soda ash 
and 587 barrels of soda crystals. 

Of miscellaneous imports the receipts in- 
clude 342 casks of China clay, 422 barrels of

Paper dealers are doing a little daily, but 
there is no snap to business. Occasional 
spurts are noted, but orders are not large. 

Manufacturers are jogging along from day 
to day not knowing what to-morrow may de- 
velop. 

To relieve the dull monotony of things, 
some are indulging in spring cleaning, not- 
withstanding the expense. 

Hodges & Appleton, general managers for 
the Lewis hand fire-extinguisher, gave an ex- 
hibition and test.of their new fire-extinguisher 
on Tuesday of last week at Fort Hill Square, 
this city. Among those present were a num- 
ber of Boston paper makers and some few of 
the paper-stock dealers, who expressed them- 
selves satisfied with the results of the test. 

The usual big wood-box, tarred and lighted, 
was permitted to burn upintoa genuine fire, 
which became so hot that the spectators retreat- 
ed to a greater distance, doubting muchif any- 
thing outside of a steam fire-engine would be 
of any service there. Presently, a man with a 
tin tube,about twenty inches long, in his hand, 
walked up to the pile and sprinkled its con- 
tents upon the flames, when, presto, the fire 
went out. 

That is the way the Lewis hand fire-extin- 
guisher works. It is a big thing on a small 
scale, and is highly, indorsed by the fire com- 
missioners of other cities where similar tests 
have been exhibited. The managers claim for 
this fire-extinguisher many superior points not 
possessed by other hand-grenades now in use, 
all of which are clearly set forth in their cir- 
culars.

riment than a benefit in the production | 


of clean paper, numerous efforts have 


been made to utilize it in purifying water. | 
None of these efforts have been success- | 


ful, although something has been accom- 
plished. This is not surprising, inasmuch 
as the nature of the impurities to be re- 
moved from the water, the structure of 
the wire cloth and the ordinary methods 


of application and management, are not | 


consistent with success in this direction. 
A little reflection will convince any one 


of this, and experience teaches that water | 


which really requires purification cannot 


be successfully strained through fine | 


wire cloth by the methods usually adopted. 





By arranging the strainer and applying 
the water in accordance with the follow- 
ing plan more will be attained than in 
any other way: Provide a box, say 2 feet 
wide, 3 feet long and 2 feet deep. Make 
one side of the box 6 inches lower than 
the others; place the box close to, with 
its low side 6 inches higher than the top 
of the receptacle into which the water is 
to be strained. Make a substantial frame 
2% feet wide, and in length corresponding 
to the length of the water box. Nail 
cleats around the edges of the frame, pro- 
jecting 14 inches beyond its face, and fit 
the frame so as to extend over the por- 
tion of the receptacle in front of the 
water box, its edge close to the box and 
of an even height with the low side. Set 
the farther side of the frame 1% inches 
lower than the side next to the box, so 
as to give ita slight slant in that direc- 
tion. One side of the frame will coincide 
with the low side of the water box, and 
board each end of the frame to a height 
even with the high sides of the water box. 
Leave the lower or opposite side of the 
frame open, but let a tapering spout of 
fitting dimensions extend from it to any 
convenient point where the water, which 
may at times run over the face of the 
screen and through the spout, will pass off 
without entering the receptacle contain- 
ing the strained water. 





THE strainer consists of a frame tra- | 


versed with stout slats six inches apart 
from centre to centre, the whole being 
covered with wire cloth. This strainer 
fits into the space bounded by the cleats 
on the permanent frame, and is retained 
in its position by four buttons. The 


water flows, or is pumped, into the water | 
and then flows over the lower | 
side on to the wire-cloth strainer, through | 


box, 


which it passes into the receptacle 
beneath. The current of the water throws 
the larger impurities forward on the sur- 
face of the strainer, the finer becoming 
entangled in and filling up the meshes of 
the wire cloth the same as in other strain- 
ers, although not tothe same extent. As 
the meshes become filled up the water 
advances to a clean place, still throwing 


the large impurities in advance, and this | 


goes on until the strainer becomes so dirty 
that no water willgothrough. The water 
then, instead of running over the sides 


and mingling with the strained water, | 


runs over the face of the strainer and 
through the tapering waste spout carry- 
ing all of the impurities with it. The ad- 
vantages of this strainer are: 1, the water 
is delivered to it without force, and few 
of the fine impurities are carried through 
with the water; 2, it is accessible and can 
be conveniently cleaned off; and in the 
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process of cleaning, or even if neglected 
until it runs over, the impurities cannot 
gain admission to the strained water; 3, it 
| is open to inspection, and any hole in the 
| wire cloth or other defect can be readily 
| detected ; 4, it can be renewed by keeping 


|a spare frame on hand already covered | 


with clean wire cloth; the water can be 
shut off, the dirty frame removed, and the 
the clean one put in its place without 
delay. By the exercise ofa little ingenuity 
this method of straining water can be ap- 
plied to the water boxes which stand by 


the side of the engines. 


| Last week's JOURNAL outlined very 
| distinctly the course and results of the 

investigation into the Post-Office enve- 

lope contracts. This week we present in 
| full the report of Mr. Williams, who was 
| detailed by the Postmaster-General to 
collect data on which to base a settle- 
ment with the contractors of last year. An 
| extract from that report has been already 
| given, but the peculiar methods of doing 

business which Mr. Williams discloses 
| provokes the publication of the results 
|of his inquiry in full. It is notorious 

that Government contractors frequently 
| default in the performance of their con- 
| tracts, but until the occurrence which led 
| to the abrogation of the Post-Office en- 


| velope contract, it was generally supposed 
| that in one instance at least the Govern- 
ment got full measure. The discrepancy 
| in the bids of last year ought, it seems 
to us, to have put the Government 
on its guard, and it should have invited 
| investigation before the awards were 
made. That competition had run prices 
down pretty low was well understood, 
but the cost of material and labor should 


| have been figured up when the difference | 


of $25,000 between the two lowest bid- 
ders became apparent. The Govern- 
|ment had fixed a standard and that 


standard was determined by an agreed | 


formula for the manufacture of the paper 
which was to be used. This formula was 


adopted in 1878. But it seems that the | 


contractors did not expect to supply 

goods of the standard required. This is 

indicated by the following letter : 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., August 26, 1884. 


Dear Sirn—Have just returned and learned of your 
decision in cancelling contract of P. P. Kellogg & Co. 
There could not be a more unjust one as far as we are 
concerned. However, you undoubtedly think you have 
done your duty. What we want to know now is how 
we stand with the department. Mr. Kellogg informs 
me that they have delivered something over $8,000 
worth of goods. Will they be paid for at the end of the 
quarter without any deduction, or what do you pro- 
pose todo? Would also like to know if you propose to 
make any claim on our bond, and whether we are at 
liberty to bid again. Had the department followed 
the same rigorous law that you now set down from the 
beginning, we could not possibly have been in the posi- 
tion we are now in; but as you well know, they have 
been accepting for years inferior goods to those that 
we delivered. We had no other recourse in bidding 
than to take this into consideration. For several 
years we bid and lost, and when we finally did 
get it last June, we went to the department and were 
given by your officials dozens of samples to show goods 
we were to deliver. Your authorized agents also, from 
the beginning, told us that our goods were all right— 
superior to anything the depagtment had had for years, 
so that your decision comes now like a clap of thunder 
from a clear sky, and, as we remarked before, could not 
be more unjust as far as we are concerned. 

If you can make it convenient, would like to hear at 
once in regard to the three questions asked above, and 
would like to have you direct answer to P. P. Kellogg

| quality and 37 lbs. for third quality. The 
| contractors not only supplied envelopes 
| made from light-weight paper, but they 
also used engine-sized instead of tub- 
| sized papers, and this was done before the 
| Kellogg contract, under which it seems 
|to have been expected to continue 
| the business of putting off inferior goods 
on the Government. It is not pleasant 
|to follow up deceits in trade, but THE 
| JOURNAL has never hesitated nor will 
|it tire in giving them all of the pub- 
| licity possible. It seems to be thought 
| by some that there is nothing wrong 
|in taking advantage of the Govern- 
| ment, and that the public treasury is 
| properly able to bear all of the losses 
| which may result from unfaithful per- 
|formance. We can see no difference be- 
| tween the Government and the individual 
in matters of business morality. The 
| same sentiment of business honor ought 
| to prevail. We hope that we shall never 
again have occasion to draw attention to 
occurrences so discreditable to the trade. 








Watermarks.

There are some people who don’t like 
| to talk about the disclosures as to the envelope 
| contracts. I am told that one person finds 
fault because I did not say in just so many 
words: T-h-e s-t-a-m-p-e-d e-n-v-e-l-o-p-e-s 
w-e-r-e a-l-] r-i-g-h-t. 

I thought it was made plain that what 
I said last week referred to what are known 
| as ‘‘official” envelopes. In the second para- 
| graph of my last week’s remarks, it will be 
| seen that I said ‘‘ Post-Office” envelope con- 
tracts. That was plain enough. 





It doesn’t make a bit of difference in 
which class of envelopes the contractors put 
in poor stock. They could do it more safely 
in the official envelopes, for, had the general 
public ‘‘ caught on,” there would have been 
aracket. The same quality of paper was re- 
quired in each instance. Neither the old nor 
the later contractors supplied it in one line of 
goods. They used light-weight, engine-sized 
paper for the Government, when they ought to 
have used tub-sized paper of specific weights. 


It would seem that the Post-Office De- 
partment contains one subordinate who, like 
the man that was bigger than Grant, is 
| more important than his superior. I refer to 
the chief of the Stamp Division, who sup- 
pressed a report prepared at the instgnce of 
and addressed to .the Postmaster-General. 
Is that man still in the service ? 


Postmaster-General Hatton says that 
the Williams report was suppressed by Brad- 
shaw and was not seen by the Postmaster- 
General or by any responsible officer of the 
department until it was forwarded under the 
compulsion of the resolution of the House of 
Representatives. Mr. Hatton also thinks that 
if his predecessor had been in possession of 
the facts which became known to him “‘his 
| action with regard to the new award might 
have been very materially modified.” I don’t 
doubt it. 


I should like to know why that report 
was withheld by Bradshaw. 


Brooklyn people are still excited about 
the cholera. The aldermen of that city have

Kel- 
logg & Co. came to me and wanted us 
to supply them with an _ engine-sized 
paper, which I showed them, and which 
they said was good enough for the work. 
They refused to show me the sample which 
the Government had given them, and I told 
them that the paper I showed them was not 
as good as the Government had been using 
for the past nine months, but they insisted 
that it was. They wanted to ‘shake’ me a 
quarter of a cent a pound on the paper, and 
although they could have done that, I finally 
told them I would not have anything to do 
with it.” 

William E. Conrow, Conrow Brothers. —‘‘ 1 
understand that the manufacturers of fine 
writing-papers are waiting to hear how the 
makers of engine-sized papers feel as to a shut- 
down. I donot see that there can be any 
division of opinion as to the advisability of a 
shut-down, for we all must be interested in 
keeping prices up. Trade is quiet, and does 
not seem to improve a great deal.”

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock mar- 
ket was well sustained until just at the close, 
when there was a fractional fall, which makes 
affairs somewhat irregular. The money mar- 
ket is unmarked by any new features, and 
call loans range 1@1%, closing at the outside 
figure. There is a good demand for commer- 
cial paper of first-class, but the supply is limit- 
ed. We quote sixty to ninety days indorsed 
bills receivable 3144@4 per cent. ; four months 
commiission-house paper, 4@5., and good 
single names having four to six months to run, 
5@6. In foreign exchange there is a strong 
market for sterling, and posted rates are 4.87 
for 60-day and 4.89 for sight. Actual rates 
are: Sixty days, 4.8534@4.86%4 ; demand, 
4.8734 @4.884 ; cables, 4.8814@4.89; com- 
mercial bills, 4.854@4.85%4. Continental 
bills are quiet, and figures are quoted 
as follows : Francs, 5.217% and 5.19%; reichs- 
marks, 944@94% and 95%4@95% ; guilders, 
40@40%, 40% and 40%. Governments are 
steady and quiet, the only sale reported being 
3,000 48 coupon, 1907, at 122%. Railroads 
display more activity and have a slightly up- 
ward tendency. 


THE PAPER TRADE.—This week has 


brought no startling changes in the paper 
trade, and events move along at the same 

















| Steady gait at which they have been going 


for some time past. There seem to be spurts 
now and then when, for a day or so at a 
time, orders satisfactory as to quantity and 
number come in, but in the intervals there is 
only the steady receipt of small orders, which 
the dealers say are not satisfactory. There is 
always something doing, and, taken as a 
whole, paper is doing as well as is any other 
line of merchandise. The writing men are 
just at present considering the question 
of a shut-down to half-time, and the 
manufacturers of the finer grades seem to 
be united in the decision that such action 
would be beneficial A committee of the 
Writing Paper Makers’ Association held a 
meeting at Springfield, but nothing definite 
was done, and the matter now remains open, 
depending to some extent upon how the 
makers of the lower grades of writing view 
the situation. Among the city dealers there 
is adiversity of opinion as to whether or not 
a shut-down would be a good thing ; but the 
majority are decidedly in favor of such a plan, 
while the sentiment seems to prevail that 
it is doubtful if such action will be taken. 
Many of the mill men say that they are 


disposing of all of the paper they are 
making, albeit the prices are low, but 
steady. Book and News are unchanged, 


the latter leading in demand, while Manillas 
are still under the weather, and it is said that 
even the quoted prices can be shaded. The 
matter of the duty on American Straw Wrap- 
ping exported to Cuba has not yet been ad- 
justed, and the American manufacturers and 
dealers are still at work endeavoring to pre- 
vent the threatened discrimination against 
them.

ceived me courteously, and at the suggestion of the 
latter gentleman a private conference was agreed 


upon, Mr. Plimpton assigning as a reason therefor that, 


owing to the extensive publicity heretofore given to 
the investigation of the contract for post-office enve- 
lopes by the department, he would prefer to have the 
results of the present conference withheld from the | 
public, believing that the adoption of such a course 
would have some weight in governing their decision ; 


but in this connection they wished it to be distinctly | 


understood that they had nothing whatever to withhold 


from the Postmaster-General, and if the present inves- | 


tigation was for the legitimate purpose stated, and con- 
ducted in the spirit of confidence, they would be glad 
to lend me their hearty co-operation. 

I assured them that their private interests should be 
respected, and volunteered the assertion that in the in- 


vestigation of the matter under consideration the Post- | 


master-General was governed entirely by a desire to 


protect the interest of the Government, and to that end 


alone were his efforts directed. 


They then proposed getting affidavits from the Par- 
sons and Seymour Paper Companies, showing the 


amount and price of material furnished for that par- 
ticular contract. I informed them that my instructions 
were explicit, and would therefore have to confine my- 
self strictly to the letter. 

I could see no reason why they should be compelled to 
resort to this method if their books were properly kept. 

Mr. Plimpton stated that the books would not give 
ail the information desired. 
tion that they were kept in a manner to mislead. For 
instance, the invoices for canary paper from Parsons, 
as well as the Seymour Company, gave the date and 
number of pounds, but the price in every instance was 


extended 17 cents per pound. These bills were jour- | 
nalized and posted to their respective accounts in the 


ledger, and settlements made upon that basis. 


As that did not represent the actual value, I made | 


inquiry as to their motive for substituting false 
amounts. 

I was informed that, owing to great competition in 
their line of business, they were obliged to adopt such 
methods in order to keep the secrets of their business to 
themselves. I then asked how it was possible for them 
to keep their cash-book straight if they were in the habit 
of charging up fictitious amounts. Their reply was that 
a check for the full amount was sent, and they received 
a drawback equal to the difference between the actual 
and the personated value. These checks they claim 
were sent to Mr. Plimpton and Mr. Morgan, and did not 
appear upon the books shown me; nor was I given an 
opportunity to trace the drawback to the private books 
of Messrs. Plimpton and Morgan. When I suggested 
such an examination, I was informed that their books 
did not show the transaction, as there was no record 
made of it ; and if that is a fact it does not reflect credit 
upon their business management. 

The next important step was to have the Parsons and 
Seymour Paper Companies to corroborate that state- 
ment, Mr. Morgan then accompanied me to the Parsons 
Paper Company,at Holyoke,Mass. Mr. Parsons informed 
me that he did not like that manner of doing business, 
yet he had consented in their case for the reasons previ- 
ously given. He said that he invoiced their paper at 
seventeen cents per pound, and the moment a settlement 
was made he would give them his check for the differ- 
ence, which was seven cents per pound for the canary 
paper. He further stated that he was ashamed of the 
price, which was made special in this particular in- 
stance and he would rather not have made the paper. 
He wanted Mr. Whiting to take the contract, but that 
gentleman declined. 

I asked Mr. Parsons what the relative difference in 
value was between his canary paper and paper of cor-
